Tee ScaTerR NEWS—-ANTI-PROGRES-
sivE.—The above joarnal reproduces a
political article of the Herald, of March
last, and is curioas as to how the Heralid

now falis into line with the Carpenter |

and Batler movement.

We sre reaily obliged to our valued
cotemporary for the complimentary allu-
sions to the article in question. Theap-
parent inconsistency of the Herald is
thus explained, and we think satisfacto-
rily: Subsequent to thatarticle the Press
Conference was held, (which we did not
approve.) Bat it was held, and its pro-
nunciamento made, (just as secession,)
and it became history. Subsequently
the convention was held which nominat-
ed Carpenter and Butler, These things
were done in spite of the Sumter News,
the Herald, and others warring to the
contrary. The issues are made; the
battle line formed, and on one or the
other side we must take our place. The
issues now in Seuth Carolina are between
Carpenter and Scott, and the election
must be made. In Europe the election
now is betwesn Prnssia and France, and
a Frenchman clad in foll armor will not
be allowed to make war except on the
line of the Rhine. Our cotemporary
can no more change the issues now
made up—however theoretienlly right he
may be—than he can change the issnes
in Europe; reverse the order of nature;
cause the greatstreams of Carolina to re-
verse their course and flow beyond the
Blue Ridge, rather than into the bosom
of the Atlantic. It is not more com-
fortable than we would wish, fighting
with a host led by Carpenter and Butler;
but it would be very cold aud cheerless,
far from the fields of strife, in line with
the Sumter News and the XIX Century.

Toe FrexceE Mrrramsevse.—The
mitraillense, a new and very destructive
fire-arm, wans invented two years ago,
and is being manufactnred with great
secrecy at Vincennes and Mendon. It
has no carringe, but is carried by two
men, who hold it when fired, there being
little or no recoil. This arm must not
be confounded with the ordinary mitrail-
leuse or Gatlin gun, which is monnted
on n carringe. The (Fatlin gun has a
mngile of 450 to 5,000 yards.

The French mitrailleuse has a range
of 8,000 yards. A short time back three
hundred old cavalry horses wers packed
in & field at a distance of 1,200 meters
from the gun, and three minutes after
an order was given to turn the ‘‘coffee
mill,” not one remuined standing. The
next day the experiment was repeated,
and in less than ninety minutes all of the
three hundred horses were dead on the
field.
